We deprocate, as a rule, the appearance of sen-
satfonal novels, As a class they are yitlating to
phe taste and depraving to the morsls of the
pender. There are some fow, however, which
are so ridiculously original in thelr eharaoters,
plot, soclety, and denousnent, that whatever in-
dignation we might fesl is swaliowed up in the
keon scnke of the gomieal, To this olass, harm-
Joss because of ibe gross absurdities, belongs
“Only & Woman's Heart," Toe plotof the novel
we con briefly sum up. There are two girls,
young Iadies, we shonld say, In love with one
man, The heroines' names ure Laura and Julia,
The hero answers to the ouphonious title of
Victor Dorla.  As i8 the custom of the heroes of
fiction when placed in similar positions, he en-
gages himsolf to the one he does care 8 Jotor
uttle for. The major part of the work is son-
sequently devoted to his approsches to Laurns,
white he remuins affisnced to Julia, This
honorable diversion 8 finally terminated by
Leura seiting out on 6 sea voyage, whither
Victor follows her, They are engaged, and whea,
after three hungred pages of agony, their bliss
geems secured, & storm arises which sinks the
ship and all its passcngers, inciuding the luck-
Jeen parr,  Such is the tale, neither particularly
morsl 10 ite thread or pleasant in its conclusion,

There are certain little ecoentricliies displayed
i the nurrative which we wiil quole, as soenes
tuken Irom woat we are assured 9 real life,
The opeaing chapler is unique. A number ol
pupils of & temale seminary are indulging in
the teminine plessure ol rowing., A discus-
slon ensues, which terminates in & second
Austerlitz, We let Migs Clare describe the
Moene—

“ore such s skirmish of words ensued between
thie two giris, hat, had uot the boat arrived at u
sonvenient spor for embarkation, & unaval bastle
WOuIa certsiiy DAVE couvulsed tho peaceial water
ol thut snnliow sireaur,  But no soouer dia it touoi
land yhan the biace o warlike spints tew promis-
euously &t each other. The owoer glils, wking a

events, Laura con'rived to get hola of & handfal o1

muke her deseribe involuntary cireiea. It was, how-
ever, considered a masterly piece of strawgy by the
spectintors, and their cxpro=sions to that offect so
maddened Jula that she tock her revonge by
geratching Laura’s throat from ear to ear, aud then
they tripuved each otour up, and rolled jor at least
ton minutes fu the sand, in an eniirely misooliane-
®ua manner, aiter whuch both HBory s,inits seomed

wenched, und they guictly rose and equally elatmed
the victory, » * 8 & &5 @&

“im the meanwhile, the unconscious object of this
sontest wes & Liodoo witness of it all. Just above
and peyond them he sat with anotper young man,
execetsivoly smupsed by its lnalerous sde, though 1t
most rudely alspel ed toeir former illosious abont
the yovng angels trom the semiuary, and shook
their woole ieir theory 01 gentio girihood to ita
toundations. 1he being whose nDAMo bas been m -
tenonsiy announced as boginmug with a V, was

After this little exhibition of pugilism before
two gentlemen, they proceeded to an amuse-

There l8 another peculiarity we notice. The
hero Doria 18 an actor, apparently what we
would term In daily parlance a *“‘stock actor,”
Yet we are assured he moves in the best society
—mno circie of the rich, no inler-penelralia of
aristocracy from which he is debarred. Mothers
welcome him as o guest, and he quits the stage
to enter the most refined drawing-roomf, We do
not eay that such ought not to be the case, yet the
fact s nevertheless true. They are exeluded, and
all the Victor Dorias in creation eould not have
been wreated in the wuy which * Only a
Woman's Heart” asserts, Laurs gives a plece
of musculine, yet sensible advice, 1o her actor-
adorer, which we quote as applicable to per-
formers under similar olrcumstances:—

Lanrs looked up at his approsch, and welcomed
Iam with Ler usual gmot sone, W hat i the mas-
ter, Victor?” she asked, when she had fully mea-
sured hla lm with her kind eyes. ‘'l s00 you are
anboyed."”

Yo, I am; I wany you to look at this I haven't
spoken of 1t to any one els, for you are the only
oue here on whose sympataies I can really dopend.,
I know you sympathize with mo,”

nified, and might result in something worse thun

In regard to the literary execution of the
story, we cannot complain. It is pleasantly told,
in & qulet conversationsl style, which reads
plensantly and smoolhly. 1t is neatly executed
by Mr, Doolady. But we must both censure and
deplore the fulse judgment which leads au
authoress to portray socinl eomditions wiich
have pever existed, und depiet charncters and
situstions whose only merit is thelr absurd
originality, A truthful delineation of what
really can be seen Is the only forwm of meritorious
wovels which pretend to deplet soclal events,

There
seems & dith dre.sed 1 every variety known to
literary ewisine; we have seldom seen o more
thoroughly disjointed book. It comprises every-
thing—the articles written by Halpine in the
Heraid and Iribune, his poems, dashed off on
the ingpiration of the moment, and some of his
older works, The most interesting chapter in
the work is that one in which he clears up the
mystery about the authorship of the lamous
poem on the “Flaunting Lie.,” He removes all
imputation of Mr. Horsce Greeley being the
writer, and sssumes the responsibility himsell
of maying that Mr. Greeley never wrote the
verses, It is rather a matier of conjecture, from
the body of the book, whether Mr, Halpine de-
siros hie readers to huve the impression {hat he
wrote them or now” In his proface, how-
ever, he s emphatic. He says, m it, that
in connection therewith the author wonld unly
say that he was at all times ready to assume ita
suthorship, bul was restrained by the suggos
tion of Mr, Greeley that in ‘politics a le well
gtuck to 18 n= good as truth,” and that “no mat-
ter what avowals were made in regard to the
seng, Mr. Greeley's enemies would still continue
to hold him responsible therefor.” 8o this in-
teresting question ik now satistactorily solved.
The whole work 13 of interest, It ls written in
the genial style of the “Private,” and is a sploy
reminder ol the evenis of the days which are
giill go fresh in all our memories,

—We have always desired to see a spirit of
courtery manilested by cultivators of letters,
in their Intercourse with esch other., As a
general rule the public can seldom find fanlt
with writers because of any lack of politervesa
in their dealings with their own craft. We fear
that eandor is too otten saorificed to courtesy.
But there ocentred yesterday a lamentable in-
stance of positive rudeness, The literary critic
of the Press, in & recent review of Mrs, Ann 8,
Steohens' late novel, the “Geold Brick,” under-
took to express a doubt in regard to the proba-
bility of certain portions of the parrative, In
that doubt we sympathized. In our examina
tion of the book we stated that it was “‘per-
tectly unnatural, its extreme disregard for nny-
thing like probability being its ehief merit,” On
this expression Mrs, Blephens took the trouble
to wrile a letier, giving proofe that the
inetances stated by her as facts were
“truths of lustory,” Bhe gave the dates,
and added the confirmation of  Ther
signature, a8 guarantee to her words., Under
such circumstances, it 18 only natural to suppose
that the Press would have published her lotter,
and let her thns speak for her own defense,
without going behind her assertions. On the
contrary only exiracts are given, and to these
statements are added comments expressive of
doubt. '*Connecticut editors no deubt will
verily or correct Lhis statement,” *“*We accept
Mre, Btephens' statement, subject, a8 before, to
any admission, explanation, or deniul from Con-
necticut.,” Buch is the manner i which the
eritic of the Press receives a letter from a lady.
Bome may term 1t cautlon, we see It only as
gross discourtesy., We accept the facts ns given
by Mrs, Btephens In good faith, and bhefore her
explanstion most of the improbability of her
work disappears,

Tiaw Americaxy News Company.—The origina-
tor of the American News Company was Mr,
John Hamilton. He was born in New York
city in 1883, commenced work by selling papers
in the stieets at the age of eight or ten years,
and may be said to have grown up with the
newspaper business of this city from 1its intancy.
He had eneigy, tact, and loresight, and soon
developed the characteristice of m successiul
dealer; he sublet to other boys, and gradually
attained position and influence nmong the fra-
ternity. When the era of cheap publications
commenced, and Park Benjamin, Wilson, Win-
chester, and u host of other enterpris-
ing publishers flooded the land with
their cheap reprints, young Hamillon avaled
himsell of this new branch of business, and met
with his ususl swecess. In May, 1854, he es-
tablished himsellin the news business at No. 30
Ann street, and during the same year entered
into a partoershap with Mr. B. W. Jolnson,
under the firm style of Hamilton & Johnson.
Later in the day he added to the firm Mr. P.
Farrelly. In the fall of 1864, they united their
business with that of H. Dexter & Co. In Feb-
ruary, 1864, the firm was joined with its rival
Tousey & Co,, under the title of the American
News Company. Mr. Sinclair Tousey was Presi.
dent, aud Mr. Henry Dexter. Vice-President.
